tho bankruptcy bill from the Judiciary 
Committee today, Teller stated to tho Son- 
ate that the committee favoied a substitu- 
tion of the Sonate bankruptcy bill for that 
passed by tho House. Mitchell (Oregon) 
added that the minority of the commltitoe 
favored the House bill.

station at Port JBontt.t, Golden Gate, Ca!., 
an appropriation of $650,000 additional for 
a public building at Portland, Oregon, and 
fixing- this as the limit of cost. 


The River and Harbor bill was taken 


up, the question being on an amendment 
for a deep water 1'arbor, at Santa Monica, 
Cal. 


Borry (Ark.) spoke In opposition to 'the 


amendment. 
He declared that .this pro- 


posed expenditure of $3,000,000 against the 
recommendation of tho Government en- 
gineers and against the advice of the Cal- 
fornla Senators wc.s t'ho most unjust 
and inexcusable proposition he had ever 
seen in connection with rlvors and har- 
bors. It was a disregard of public Interest. 
Berry said ho did not believe there '.vas a 
man in tho United States, save and ex- 
cept C. P. Huntlngton, who, In tho face 
of the representations of army engineers, 
would come to Congress and ask It to give 
him three millions to build a breakwater. 


Vest (Mo.), a member of the Committee 


on Commerce, said he could seo no neces- 
sity of this expenditure either at Santa 
Monica or San Pedro. He took no stock, 
he said, in the attacks on Hunitlngton be- 
cause he was a rallro.id President and u 
rich man. Like other men, he looked 
after Ills own Interests. Vest believed 
Huntlngton sincere in saying Santa Mon- 
ica was the best point for_the harbor. Any 
United States Senator who would permit 
a lobby 'to control him was unworthy of 
his scat. Ho based his objection on tho 
fact that the country did not havo a full 
Treasury, and tho River and Harbor bill 
had already reached an enormous aggre- 
gate. 


"If tho endless chain continued and 


grew, there must bo bonds. Under the 
circumstances, this improvement can we! 
afford -to wait," 'he said. 


Vest urg'd 'that, it th<> Inner harbor of 


San Pedro was a success after a moderate 
outlay, as expected, It would do away 
entirely with a necessity of a threo mil- 
lion expenditure for an outer harbor. If 
the Senate Insisted on providing an outer 
'harbor now, then Vest favored the amend- 
ment of White (Calif.) of referring the 
question to another Government Board, 
but 'the amendment should be changed'so 
that no army engineer could servo on it, 
and the ncx't Board ought to be Una!'. 


White said ho was not at liberty to ac- 


cept 'the suggestion -is to changing 
amendment without conferring with his 
associates, but all he desired was a Board 
of suitable qualification and experience. 


Caffery (Dem., La.), another member of 


•the committee, believed that the present 
need of a deep water harbor at either of 
the points urged was not apparent. If 
there was such a need, he would not allow 
any sudden spasrn of economy over the 
condition of the Treasury to inllueneo 
him.

Smith vowed to set even, and Fridaj 


went to Mrs. Johnson's home, accompa> 
niod by his brother Thomas and a friend, 


Tho three found House and tho -widow 


together. 


House was ordered to leave. Ho rose 


ns If to go, but (julckly drew two pistols 
and opened lire. The Smiths and Thomp- 
son wero not slow in getting ou't their 
guns. 


Then a fearful duel followed in the llttla 


room. 


House shot fast and straight, and in a 


few moments tho Smith brothers were 
dead. House fired his last cartridge at 
Thompson, tho bullet breaking his arm. 


Then House drew a knife and tried to 


close with his foe, but -his foot slipped In 
the blood, and before ho could recover 
Thompson shot him dead. 


There is a prlco on House's head, ho 


having previously killed <wo men, one in 
South Florida and another In Alabama. 


The second tragedy occurred In Madi- 


son County Friday nlglu. 
A band ol 


White Cappers took Harry Wilson in th« 
woods and bound him to a 'tree. Wilson 
was then shot and tho body loft bound to 
the tree. The victim was found Saturday 
morning, still alive, but mortally wound- 
ed. 


After leaving, the Whito Cappers went 


to tho home of Lucy Murray, took her 
16-year-old eon. to tho woods and flogged 
him ao that death will result. 


The boy's skin was literally cut to 


strips and he was unconscious when 
found. 


The last of this bloody scries occurred 


at Greenwood, in Jackson County. Thom- 
as James made a brutal assault on Sam- 
uel Winna, an aged man. Winna was 
knocked down. .James was preparing to 
shoot him. Before James could pull tho 
trigger, however, he was stabbed to the 
heart by Frank Winna, tho 16-yoar-old

Objections Aro Raised to Opening 


It at This 


Time. 


The properly owners along the line or 


the proposed opening of Fallen street from 
Eighth to Eleventh street have prepared 
u. protest against doing the work until 
the suit by tho London Bank against the. 
city to prevent opening the street from 
Eleventh to Twelfth Is settled. 


"The matter will not bo taken to tho 
courts," said W. R. Davis, who repre- 
sents tho protestants. "I do not think It 
will bo necessary, for I believe tho Coun- 
cil will ace tho justness of itho protest 
and postpone action on the street opening. 
Tho pith o£ tho matter is here. We <lo 
not deny the deed given by Generals Kirk- 
ham and Keyes and Mr. Bacon in 3SS2,1 
which conveys, to the city the title to "the 
street whenever it shall be necessary to 
open It, but wo do not believe that tho 
work should bo done just an. present. 
Ncit until the street is opened clear 
through to Twelfth street. 
When tho 
Eighth street bridge was being built and 
tho street opened through the Klrkham 
property to tho western end, all of tho 
hoodlums and people of vicious character 
used to congregate there, and wo believe 
if Fallon street is opened only part way 
through, it would be another trystlng 
place for them. I should explain to the 
Council our views and invite the members 
to come down and view the premises. 
When they have seen and heard all, I do 
not believe uhey will force the work." 
The street, >.vhjem opened, -will pass 


through some ot the prettiest gardens In 
Oakland. It will nat run close to the 
creek, there being fully 230 feet of upland 
east of the street on tho Kirkham place. 
All of this is cox'ored with flowers, shrubs 
and trees. The cancbrake on tho Klrkham 
pl.ico, which Is on n direct line with tho 
street, will have to be removed. It is 
one of ahe finest In the State, and was 
planted nearly thirty years ago by tho old 
Scotch gardener who sUHl takes care of 
the Klrkham grounds. The Bacon resi- 
dence faces the cast, and the street when 
opened will pass tho front of the house. 
On the property are some romantic old 
oaks, which will tend to make the street 
one of tho prettiest in the city.
